This is not to detract from the 
abilities of Jay Springsteen, but it 
seems to me that the Harley team 
doesn’t have to be the only one in 
contention for the title. When a 
privateer such as Gary Scott can so 
completely dominate a single event 
(Ascot TT), why does a big 
international corporation like Yamaha 
have to turn and run away from dirt 
track competition? 

Without a doubt, Kenny Roberts is 
one of the best, if not the best 
roadracer in the world. That point 
does not have to be proven by another 
year of racing in Europe. They must 
have resigned themselves to the fact 
that their TZs and OWs are to 
roadracing what the XRs are to dirt 
track. So it’s off to Europe, while here 
in the U.S. the Harleys will .go 
uncontested with their engine design 
which is decades old, their string 
broken occasionally by a 10 or 15-year- 
old British twin, and maybe even some 
die hard privateer who chooses to stick 
with riding Yamahas. That would 
show more loyalty to the competitive 
spirit of the sport than withdrawing 
from all dirt track events in the series.

When we got there this year, 
however, we found that just about all 
the good trails had been closed. We 
were told they were closed because too 
many riders were getting off the 
present trails and making new ones. 
This could be true, although we have 
always stayed on the trails that were 
already there. 

Well, all I'm asking for is to give the 
bikers a chance. If there is a washout 
problem, put signs up telling bikes to 
stay on the trails (there have been no 
signs or persons to warn people of a 
problem). Then if the bikers don't 
obey, close it down. But, please don't 
close it down without giving us a 
chance. 

Just in our group there were 16 guys, 
and we would like to know what we 
can do or who we can see about getting 
the trails opened back up. I also hope 
that some of the riders who ran into 
this situation whether it be in Red 
River or some other riding areas, write 
or call or do something to stop the 
closure of these riding areas.

Trans-AMA MX Series finale 


Lackey scores win 


at Sears Point

SONOMA, CA, NOV. 20 


The 1977 Trans-AMA MX Series had snaked 
and banged its way across America, and when 
it finally ended, the King was still the King. 
The Kawasaki Sears Point Raceway Trans- 


AMA, race eight of eight frus- 
trating attempts for Americans 
to win their own series in eight 
years, once again belonged to the 


King for the fourth year. Suzuki's five- 
time 500cc World Champion Roger 
DeCoster had taken his Minoru 
Harada prepared RN400 works bike to 
another series victory. 


Though both DeCoster and Husky’s 
Chuck Sun wrapped up their Series 
wins at Sears Point, neither went home 
with a victory in the final round. Brad 
Lackey pushed his Steve Whitelock- 
tuned RC400 Honda to the 500cc win, 
taking the first moto, and finishing 
second to runner-up Hannah in the 
second. Broc Glover rode the Jim Felt- 
tuned Yamaha to easy wins in both 
National class motos, edging Sun and 
lone Kawasaki rider Terry Clark. 


"I'm happy," smiled the Man, who 
hopes to equal Joel Robert's six-time 
World Championships record in 1978. 
"It feels good. The Trans-AMA Series 
was important to me because I didn't 
win the 500cc World Championship 
this year. This was also probably the 
toughest Trans-AMA Series for me." 

DeCosters toughest competition 
came from 20-year-old Bob Hannah 
who won more motos than anyone 


else, including DeCoster in this yeaf's 
series. But two DNFs kept the trouble- 
plagued Hurricane Kid from edging 
out DeCoster for America's fixst 
Trans-AMA title. 

"Hannah's good, but he also thinks 
he's good, which is something that‘he 
shouldn't do. At least not until he-lías 
more experience to go along with it," 
said DeCoster. 


Sun wins National title 


For Oregon's Chuck Sun, the 1977 
Trans-AMA Series 250cc Support 
National class marked the transition 
from two years' hard struggling as a 
semi-privateer to a full factory 
sponsorship for 1978 as Husqvarna's 
top rider in America. Like DeCoster in 
the 500cc International class, Sun 
wrapped up the Support class title in 
the day's first moto. He did it though, 
as a privateer doing his own wrenching 
on his own bike, paying his own 
expenses, sleeping in his van or motel 
room floors. And he beat the factory 
riders from the bucks-up Japanese 
companies. 

"I wanted to go for the win in the 
first moto, but I fell down. After that I 
figured it would be better to settle 
down and clinch the title since all I 
needed to do was finish in the top 10. I 
finished fourth," said Sun.

"The 250cc Husky was really good 
this year, and I plan to ride the 250cc 
Nationals for 1978. Eric Crippa will 
probably be my mechanic. That's the 

| thing I'm really concerned with. 

i-:Husky will have a super-good bike for 
next season, and with a good tuner like 
Eric I should have an excellent shot at 
the National title." 

The Sears Point course has been 
redesigned over the last year, and the 
new layout with its steep uphills and 
downhills and steep off-cambers 
proved to: be a handful. Reigning 
National 500cc Champ Kent 
Howerton was a no-show at Sears 
Point, probably meaning his four year 
relationship with Husky had finally 
ended. Marty Moates showed up on a 
450cc Honda four-stroke built by 
Knobby Shop International in San 

Diego. Gerrit Wolsink returned to race 
^the final round before he and Suzuki 
fteammate DeCoster flew off to Japan 
for testing of next year's works bikes.

Lackey was pumped to do well for his 
?hometown fans. While DeCoster 
barely made the start because he had 
difficulty in getting his bike cranked, 
‘Brad wheelied his red Honda racer 
over the crest of the uphill start ahead 
bf. Maico's Gaylon Mosier, Jim 
Pomeroy, Bob Hannah, Marty Smith, 
Tommy Croft, Steve Stackable, 
Herbert Schmitz, Graham Noyce, 
Gerrit Wolsink, Tony DiStefano, 
Danny LaPorte, Marty Moates, 
DeCoster and Jim Gibson. 

For two laps. Mosier pressured 
Lackey for the lead as “Trouble” in 
the form of Bob Hannah worked 
around Pomeroy and up into third 
spot. For the remainder of the moto 
Pomeroy would be dicing over fourth 
spot with fellow Team Honda firemen 
Marty Smith and “Tomahawk” Croft. 

Lap three on the serpentine, nearly 
four-minute long track saw Mosier 
‘dialing his Rocky Williams tuned pre- 
production 400 Maico around Lackey. 
Lackey didn’t like the move and 
anchored himself on Gaylon's red rear 
‘fender, rubbing it black for four laps 
in attempts to get back around. 

At one point Brad got sideways on 
an off-camber section and plowed 
down 20 feet of snow fencing, burying 
the scattered and dazed spectators 
behind it in his roost. Three turns later 
Brad was back around Gaylon and 


into the lead. 

“We tried some different shimming 
in the gearbox and it wasn’t working 
too well,” reasoned Gaylon after the 
clash. “I started missing gears. That's 
what let Brad get back around me. 
Boy, that track was rough!” 

As the moto neared its final laps, 
Hannah began to close up on Mosier. 
But despite the shifting problems, 
Gaylon did a fantastic job in holding 
off Hannah for two more laps to the 
checkered flag. Lackey took the win 
with a lead of 50 feet over Mosier and 
Hannah. Marty Smith trailed in a 
little behind, followed by a big 30- 
second gap before Croft appeared with 
Pomeroy hot on his heels. Then it was 
DeCoster, LaPorte, Noyce and 
Schmitz. 


Moto two 

Mosier wasn’t the only one having 
gearbox problems in the first moto, 
but Gaylon couldn’t do anything 
about his while Bob Hannah could. 

“I had been leaving my bike in 
second gear around the whole track. I 
kept thinking I was back at Anaheim 
Stadium and riding a 250cc bike. I kept 
wanting to rev the engine," said Hannah. 

Poor Graham Noyce was beginning 
to regret his second trip to America as 


he looped his Bill Buchke-tuned- 


Honda as he caught third gear coming 
out of the starting gate for the final go- 
round and threw the bike away. When 
he landed, he again dislocated the 
shoulder he had injured in Missouri. 

"We tried to pop it back in joint out 
there on the track. Pierre was pulling 
on it but it didn't work and I had to go 
to the hospital. I guess I'm going to 
have to have it operated on now so I'm 
sure it will be 100 percent right when I 
begin the 500cc Grand Prix next 
season." 

Marty Smith was looking for top 
American standing in the series over 
Hannah as he pulled the holeshot over 
teammate Lackey, Stackable, 
Hannah, Mosier, Burgett, Schmitz, 
LaPorte, DeCoster, DiStefano and 
Moates. Moates would be hampered 
by a broken foot peg in this moto after 
finishing 15th in the first race, his first 
ever on a four-stroke. 


Lackey pulled up beside Smitty in 
several attempts to take the lead away 
from the new 500cc champ. On lap 
two Brad wedged his way inside of 
Marty, but accidentally knocked

Smith down on the way by. Once he 
got rolling again, Marty was back in 
14th spot. Hannah, meanwhile, had 
dived under Stackable to take control 
of second spot and cast a line on 
Lackey’s lead. On lap four, Hannah 
caught Brad and was wheelieing has 
way past. 

“I passed Lackey and went to rip a 
tear shield off my goggles. The fans 
were pumped, so when I put my hand 
up to go for the goggles I kinda waved 
at the same time. But then Brad 
passed me back and he did the same to 
me. You'd have thought we were on a 
friendly trail ride." 

"After you waved at me," grinned 
Brad to Bob, “I just had to wave back 
at you when I passed." 

You never would have guessed they 
were racing for a $20,000 purse the 
way they were playing, passing back 


and forth over the lead. The mouth of . 


motocross, announcer Larry Huffman 
had the crowd of 25,000 chilled fans 
jumping up and down to keep warm 
and cheer the two on. 

"I missed a gear," said Hannah. 

"We clipped together and I bailed 
off," added Lackey. 

Brad bit the dirt, but even then the 
two had built up a big enough lead 
that he still had a good edge on third 
place rider Mosier. Hannah cruised to 
the finish with Lackey far enough 
behind that the pressure was gone. 
Mosier collected third spot for third 
overall for the day, as DeCoster 
chanced things a little more in the 
final moto, with his title secure, to 
move up from his mid-pack start to 
finish fourth. 

Behind DeCoster were Stackable in 
his final ride on Maico before making 
the move to Kawasaki for 1978, 
Schmitz, DiStefano, Pomeroy, Bill 
Grossi and Tommy Croft. 


250cc National/Support 


Team Honda's Warren Reid, the 
only rider who still had a shot at beating 
series leader Chuck Sun in the points 
battle, led at the start of round one. 
But Sun rode in second. Behind him 
Kawasaki's Terry Clark, Yamaha's 
Broc Glover, Aaen Engineering's 
Denny Swartz and FMF rider John 
Savitski scrambled for the top six 
spots. 

Glover made a move on lap two that 
carried him past Clark and into third 





place behind the dueling leaders. 
Glover, who would eventually win thé 
moto, finally got his sights on Warren 
Reid near the halfway point when Sun 
— second at the time — spun out, 
dropping to fourth. 

On the next lap, Glover found a way 
around Reid and slipped into his 
eventual finishing position out ій 
front. Savitski closed on Sun, trying to 
take fourth from the Oregon Husky 
rider to no avail. 

At the checkered flag, it was Glover 
with a 15-second lead over second 
placer Reid. Clark scored a third 
placing ahead of Chuck Sun and John 
Savitski. 

Round two saw Glover trail Rick 
Blackwell (Yam) for a few turns, ther 
work up a good lead over Sun for - 
moto win. 

Chuck Sun, who by this time had 
wrapped up his series win with his first 
moto fourth placing, cruised along in 
second place. Terry Clark who had 
shot into third on lap three, held his 
position for third at the flag behind 
Sun. Rounding out the top five in the 
moto were Darrell Shultz (Mai) and 
Arlo Englund (Yam). e

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Henning tops Hannon at 
Rattlesnake National Enduro

KLAMATH GLENN, CA, NOV. 6 


Nineteen-year-old Jeff Henning, a Husky 390 
Expert rider, won the overall trophy at the 
Rattlesnake National Enduro with a score of 
six. He accumulated four of those points when 


he burned into a check two min- 
utes early. Jeff beat out hard 
core competitor Mike Hannon 
(IT400C) by one minute. Han- 


non apparently burned the same check 
a little hotter. Jack Pedersen (Yam), 
John Troutt (Yam) who are experts, 
and Glenn McNeely (Mai), a B rider, 
tied with a score of nine each. The tie 
breaker check breakdown wasn’t 
available immediately, so third place 
hasn't been established at this writing. 


The Redwood Scramblers of 
Grescent City, with the help of several 
days of rain, produced one of northern 
California's best enduros this year. 
The healthy rainfal in Del Norte 
County finally made it possible for a 
rider to enjoy a run in the mud; the 
Scramblers also provided some fast 
paced. competition. Speed averages 
ranged from 20 to 25 mph. 


About 285 riders began to leave the 
start on this foggy Sunday morning at 
7:a.m. The 100 mile course unreeled 
with a touch of fire roads at 20 and 24 
mph over low pine and brush covered 
ridges. The first interesting feature 
was a relatively mild trail that switch- 
backed up Rattlesnake Mountain. 
About halfway up the route got 
steeper and the ground rockier. Soon 
the riders were working over and 
between some fairly big boulders. 
Almost everyone lost some time and 
were caught at the check at the 
mountain top. There were two other 
cleverly placed checks at 43 and 46 
miles down the road, which caught the 
unsuspecting riders moving fast to 
make up lost time. 


“The gas stop, a five-minute layover, 
was located at 47 miles. The second 
loop took the riders through the mud 
country and close to the ocean. From 
their trails high on the mountains — if 
they had the time, the inclination, and 
a,pair of goggles that were mud free — 
they could see the waves breaking on 
the shores of Humbolt Bay and the 
Klamath River entering the ocean. 


At check five the club directed the 
riders off the road and up a kind of 
earth stairway composed of waterbars 
built one after the other. Between the 
Waterbars lay big, deep pools of 
brownish, soup-thick water. The 
riders had to power up over the bar, 
slide down into the water, cross the 


quagmire, and then find the traction 
to get over the next hump. 

Riders neared check seven by a 
sweeping turn over blacktop road. It 
was possible to see the check from 
quite a distance away. A lot of the A 
riders spotted the check and wisely 
slowed down and approached by the 
most direct route with their eyes glued 
to their watches and computers. 

The course proceeded along a 
muddy but very rideable trail to a 
point where they could look down into 
the meadow and see the campsite and 
start area. It seemed obvious that the 
finish check would be down there also. 
They descended by a loose, snaky path 
through a logged-over ridgeside and 
dropped onto a muddy road where 
they could (with some effort because 
the road surface was slippery) continue 
at a pretty good speed. Suddenly there 
was check eight around a turn in the 
road, long before they had expected 
the finish. Another check that would 
be burned. 

The riders got back to camp by a 
county highway. After many miles of 
slushy off roading it gave everyone a 
chance to show off their honored 
symbols of enduroing to the innocent 
passers-by: coat of mud from helmet 
to knobs, a tired grin and at least one 
part on bike or rider that is in need of 
repair. When you take their pictures 
they don't say "cheese," they say 
instead "muddy." 

At the scoring table everyone who 
rode the event seemed pleased to have 
participated. The Redwood 
Scramblers put on a run which 
satisfied the top contenders as well as 
those who are working their way up. 

The club had everything under 
control at all times with their C.B. 
network. They had two ambulances on 
the course and their checkers were 
efficient and friendly. The club must 
have put a lot of effort into the 
Rattlesnake. They must work hard to 
maintain good relations with the land 
owners who are the Simpson Timber 
Company, Arcata Redwood Company 
and the Miller-Rellim Redwood 
Company. With the problems that 
enduroing faces in land use it's 
refreshing to find large landowners 
with a bit of sympathy to our needs. If 
you ever feel you need to say 
something nice about a timber 
company say it about the companies 
listed above. e.

Mike Godfrey and his new Maico “Cross Country” 
250 snuffed the competition in the United Enduro 
Association Tuff E’ Nuff enduro. Godfrey took 
advantage of Maico’s offer of one bike to each 


club at a reduced price. He put 
the investment to good use. 

For. the most part, the course 
which was set up on Red 
Mountain, was tight and twisty. The 
faster sections were dotted with just 
enough rocks, tight washes and long, 
steep, sandy uphills to keep a rider on 
his toes. Only the best riders were able 
to stay on schedule. Aside from the 
hills, the smaller bikes could also do 
well. The course was very challenging, 
evident in the fact that every rider on 
the A and B loop lost points! 

UEA used mileage resets, allowing 
riders to occasionally get back on 
schedule. Even without returning to 
correct time, the resets offered a bit of 
psychological solice and safety. One 
place that stood out on the course was a 
six foot drop-off, straight down. Even 
with its danger marks, any rate of 
speed meant a flight with the tree- 
tops. Nightmares of running off the 
road finally came true. 

Weather the event gave the UEA a 
definite “F” in their meteorology, 
but the winds subsided Sunday and 
warmth slightly returned. 

Covering the first loop were fun- 
filled roller coaster hills. Check three 





was located after tight and twisty 
terrain ending with a long, steep 
downhill. The only rider to zero check 
three was Rick Munyon. Being the 
ISDT rider he is, Rick took the 
downhill with the grace of a mountain 
lion. Though he put in a good ride all 
day, mechanical problems within sight 
of the finish line added two points to 
his score. 

On both loops, check two was set up 
as the speed section using the first 
check to ensure riders being on time. 

Mileages and times were right on. 
The club used national scoring, 
meaning two points for the first 
minute early and five points for 
each minute early thereafter. Ouch! 

The C riders had their own loop, It 
was the same as the first A and B loop, 
but with a different schedule. A few of 
the harder hills were also eliminated. 
There were no complaints from the 
riders, and with a few zeros coming in 
from the C class, everyone was having 
a good time. 

Only one injury was reported, 
painful but not serious. UEA has some 
good riders, but when they were 
setting up the course the club scored 
four more injuries. With a broken 
wrist and a separated shoulder, the 








IRRC was a strong suggestion for 
future course layout parties. The 
IRRC was at the event, and they did 
their usual fantastic job. It sure is nice 
to know that they are there when you 
need them. 

For future reference, if any riders 
feel bad about getting a late number, 
talk with Gary Woodling. He is an A 
rider for the Dirt Diggers and prefers 
to ride with his brother Ken in the B 
class. His reasoning for this is that all 
the front riders just clean out all the 
rocks out of the way leaving a nice, soft 
trail.

Entries were not up to club 
expectations, which was a shame. The 
club went out and set up the course, 
then suffered from lack of entries.

Halford’s 100

Jim Halford won the rough and 
dusty Sycamore Creek 100 on his 
Yamaha YZD 400 for his third 
straight desert victory. 


Halford, owner of Southwest 
Motorcycle Sales in Glendale, Az., was 
fresh off a second overall and first 
Open A rider at the Tonto 150 the 
week before. He had also won the two 
previous races of the Arizona Desert 
Racing Association, the Snowflake 100 
and the Vulture. 

Second overall and first in the 250 
Expert class was A.L. Haydis from 
Parker, Az. He took over second place 
on the last lap when Phil Bird, who 
had been ailing since a foot injury on 
the first lap, broke off a footpeg. 
Standing with his right foot in a pan of 
ice water after the race, Bird said, “It 
wasn't so bad if I didn’t have to run the 
whole thing on a broken foot.” Bird, a 
Phoenix contractor, said Halford had 
things pretty much his own way. “I felt 
I could get closer to him, but he would 
just go away,” he said. 

Marty Haak, another expert added, 
“The guy’s lucky, too; he gets such a 
good start.” He indicated he was not 
happy with his Suzuki's performance 
and said "I'm looking at KTM's." 
Haak was third in Open Expert and 
fifth overall. 

Larry Cullen had found his KTM a 
few months earlier and used it to 
become the first amateur, eighth 
overall. His memorable moment came 
when he popped around a corner to 
find two minibikes and their riders 
blocking the trail better than 
Broderick Crawford of Highway 
Patrol ever did. The result was a new 
ventilation hole in the bottom of his 
leathers, but no damage to his 250. It 
was his first race as an amateur. 
Cullen is a grocery clerk in Mesa, Az. 


Many riders were looking forward to 
the race because it is one of few not 
based solely on time. Mass starts are 
used, by class. Prior to unleashing the 
novices, Phil Auernheimer, the 
promoter, lectured them once again 
that the race is not won on the first 
lap, since the novices always have a 
good pileup just past the start. 

They crashed anyway. 

Experts had their problems too. 
Keith Mayberry crashed only 100 
yards from the start, breaking his 
collarbone. 

There were few substantial injuries; 
one other broken collarbone, Mark 
Samuelson, and Robbie Johnson broke 
some toes to be like expert Bird.

Another rider to have bad luck, 
though not of such a painful nature, 
was a usual top finisher, Dave Miller. 
He said, “I try to finish every race I 
enter,” which he did after losing a lap 
fixing a flat tire. The resulting poor 
finish determined he would not be 
going to Mexico for the last race of the 
year. 

Lori Matassa of Scottsdale also 
persevered to finish the race. In her 
first race against “the boys” as a 250 
Novice, Matassa finished 10th on her 
Maico. She fouled a plug on the back 
side of the course which slowed her. 
Matassa said she couldn’t race the girls 
anymore because of a lack of 
competition.

Mike Preston, who had been 
fourth in the Open Expert race, really 
had to give his 125 Jorgy-MX Fox 
Suzuki a ride to win the quarter liter 
class. 

The only problem of the day was 
caused by and solved by the wind: 
Dust. The rain early in the week 
should have made the conditions of 
this sandy soil ideal. But the wind 
decided to visit Sandhill and dried the 
soil so well that even the three water 
trucks did little good. 

Once the dust became a fact, 
however, the wind was a blessing. At 
no time was there any dust hanging 
over the track. And the rate at which 
the sand and dust was kept moving 
tended to encourage the use of 
goggles... by the spectators. So great 
was this encouragement that the 
demand for goggles far exceeded the 


supply. If only this reporter had 
known, he would have made a 
fortune.
